1 . REPTEL REQUESTS INEO ON FEASIBILITY OP ON-SITE VISIT TO 

ABU DHABI OFP-SHORE OIL PACILITIES ON DAS ISLAND BY DIA PETROLEUM 
ANALYST MR. EUGENE BOZAY SOMETIME THIS SUMMER. UNCLEAR WHETHER THIS 
PROPOSED VISIT CLEARED WITH DEPT OP STATE PRIOR TO INQUIRY BEING 
RECEIVED THIS POST. 

2. UAE PEDERAL AND ABU DHABI EMIRATE AUTHORITIES ARE CURRENTLY 
VERY SENSITIVE ABOUT OUTSIDE VISITORS TO DAS ISLAND AND INDEED TO OTHER 
PETROLEUM PACILITIES HERE SUCH AS RUWAIS AND JEBAL DHANNA. 

ALL SUCH VISITS MUST NOT ONLY BE ARRANGED THROUGH CONCESSION 
OPERATOR, IN THIS CASE ABU DHABI MARINE AREAS - OPERATING 
COMPANY ( ADMA-OPCO), BUT ALSO REQUIRE PRIOR APPROVAL OP MINISTRIES 
OP POREIGN APPAIRS AND INTERIOR. SUCH ARRANGEMENTS ARE NOT 
EASILY MADE (THREE EMBASSY OPFICERS WERE PERMITTED TO VISIT DAS 
ONLY ALTER SEVERAL REQUESTS TO ADMA-OPCO) AND DIPLOMATIC 
VISITORS TEND TO BE KEPT UNDER CLOSE IP POLITE POLICE SURVEILLANCE

DAS WOULD IN OUR ESTIMATION BE SERIOUSLY LESSENED BY HIS CONNECTION 
WITH DIA. UAE AND OTHER GULF OFFICIALS ARE ALREADY SENSITIZED TO 
US MILITARY INTELLIGENCE INTEREST IN THEIR OIL FACILITIES BY 
ARABIC PRESS SCARE STORIES ALLEGING USG MILITARY PLANS EXIST TO 
OCCUPY ARABIAN OIL FIELDS IN EVENT NEW MIDEAST WAR OR ARAB OIL

3. GIVEN UAE SENSITIVITIES NOTED ABOVE AS WELL AS DIFFICULTIES 
WE HAVE IN ARRANGING FOR VISITS BY OUR OWN EMBASSY STAFF TO DAS, WE 
ARE FRANKLY RELUCTANT TO USE UP OUR LIMITED OPPORTUNITIES TO 
GAIN ACCESS TO DAS BY SUBMITTING REQUEST FOR HIS VISIT THROUGH 
EMBASSY CHANNEL. SHOULD MR. BOZAY HAVE FRIENDLY CONTACT WITHIN 
INTERNATIONAL OIL COMPANIES WHO COULD ARRANGE FOR HIM TO VISIT DAS 
DISCREETLY AS MEMBER OF OIL COMPANY PARTY, EMBASSY WOULD HAVE NO 
OBIECTION TO HIS DOING SO.
